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H E peft thing that the Oppofers of 

the Commerce with France have yet 

faid for all the Frauds and Cheats 

they have put upon the World is 
this; what fignifies it to the Cafe, whether the 
Cuftom-houfe Books are perfeét or no, we all 
know that our Trade to France is a Lofs to 
England. 

This begging the Queftion, is indeed the way 
they take to make out what they affert, and 
what they want in Fa& they fupply with Af 
firmation. But as tothe Damage they do the. 
Mercator muft fpeak by it felf- 

Iris true, that they are able todo but little 
Damage in whatever they fay,-but we are no 
Debtors to their good Will, but to their want 
of Capacity for that Advantage. They have 
wanted no Endeavours, no Forgery or Falfity 
has been omitted that could have, made their 
Caufe appear plaufible; no Slanders, no Ca- 
lumny, no fcurilous offenfive Language upon; 
and to the Perfons who they think have oppo- 
fed them, whether they have done it or no: 
That all this Malice is impotent and unable to 
ferve them, or affift them in the Defigns they 
are carrying on, is owing to the Subftance and 
Weight of the Things which they Oppofe, 
which they cannot refilt, and that altho’ at 
firft by the Affiftance of infinite Clamour they 
did ran down all that the Power of reafoning 
could oppofe, and deceiv’d many by their au- 
dacious way of aflerting Things be they Right 
or be they Wrong: Yet when People recover’d 
themfelves, and came to aét the cool Part, they 
eafily fee thro’ the Fraud. 

Who would have thought when they had 
read the printed Schemes which were given 
abroad by thefe Britifh Merchants, and which 
were with fuch unexampled -_Impudence and 
Bullying Language put upon the People of Bri- 
tain; Who would have thought but that ac- 
cording to their Titles they contain’d a full 
Account of the Trade, and that there was no 
Exports of Goods other than thofe which they 
gave an Account of ? Who could have imagin- 
ed but that thofe Accounts had been full and 
right, and that they had contain’d the full Sum 
of all the Englifh Woollen- Manufa@ures that 
were Exported to France? Would any one have 
thoughe that thefe Accounts were Cheats and 
Shan:s, made up of but one part of the Stcry,and 


that the other part which were convey’d by fe- 
cret and unobferv’d Channels was not incleded, 
nor any mention made of them ? It muft be con- 
fefled the Boldnefs was fuch, that few People 
could imagine that did not know the Cafe that 
fuch a daring Countenance could be fet upona 
Falfity.. } 

And now they are deteé&ed, now their Ad- 
vocates fay, what does it fignify ? Why traly it 
fignifies not much, that muft be confeffed, it 


‘only fignifies that thefe Men are what no wife 


or good Man can think of, being without Hor- 
ror: It only fignifies that nothing they have 
faid is to be valued or can be believ'd: It only 
fignifies that the Trade to France, which by 
this unfufferable Lying has been reprefented 
as alofing Trade to England. by a Milliona 
Year, has all this while been.io reality an ad- 
vantageous Trade to us, and may by the pre- 
fent Treaty of Commerce be made a much more 
an Advantage to us than ever it has yet been. 

It fignifies that all the Pretences made of the 
French ufing but few of our Manufaures, , be- 
ing fo far from wanting Goods of us, that they 
were able to fupply all the Markets of the 
World and underfel us, and not only fo, but 
that they would be able to fend Goods tous, 
and out-do er under fel us in Woollen-Manufa- 
€ures at our own Door, and a, thoufand fuch 
extrayagant Things which thefe Scheme-ma- 
king People thruft out, and obtruded upon the 
World, were horrid Cheats and Frauds, forged 
in their own Brain, and coin’d to deceive the 
People for the Propagation of Party-Clamour, 
and for carrying on a Mutiny againft the Go- 
vernment. 

They have propagated this Wickednefs by a 
thoufand Devices and Crafts with the fame Ho- 
nefty; For this they carry’ Wooll io their 
Hats at the late Eleétion for Members, and 
then the very fame Men affifted to carry our 
Wooll into France, and have been taken in 
the Fa&. They ctied out loud of ruining our 
Manufa&ures by a Bill for Commerce, and at 
the fame time carry on a clandeftine Trade with 
France that would ruin not our Manufa&ures 
only, but our whole Commerce. They oppofe 
our fending our Manufactures to France, and 
then fend our Wooll thither uumanufa@ur’d 3 
upbraid us with the French being able to make 
the Woollen-MahufaQures as well as we Sap 
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Beand then treacheroufly fend them our Wooll to 
ee Ee pit with.

Thefe are the Methods of thefe Men; and yet, 
which is the moft unaccountable, all this founded 
upon Falfhood, founded upon falfe Reprefen:.

Accounts, which cannot, as appears upon Exa. 
mination, be perfeét, and from which no true 
Accounts can be deduced. 

With the Honefty of thefe Methods, finks at 
once all the fubfequent Productions of the Party ; 
If their Accounts are imperfe@& then their 
Schemtesare falfe ? The Ballances pretended to 
be deawn from them all of no ufe, except to 
expofe their Authors. 

If their Ballances they have drawn.are falfe, 
what have they Bullied the Nation about all this 
while? What have they Hectored the Afercator 
about ? To what end all their want of Manners 
and wantof Temper; feeing they knew at the 
fame time, that they wanted Truth. 

Let them produce one Voucher, if they are 
able, to prove the Accounts of the. Cuftom- 
Houfe were fall Accounts? That they were 
Accounts of all the Cuftom-houfe had, the Afr- 
cator has granted them, except where he has 
excepted.’ But where is their Vouchet to prove 
that thofe Accounts from the Cuftom-houfe

that they are fo, it is not required of them; 
they are Accounts of all the Goods Entred to 
France. But there is a great difference between 
Goods Entred and Goods Shipp’d, as fhall be 
fatther explained in its proper time.
